The position occupied by our morn- 
iug contemporary, anont tbo Canadian 
PaciBo Railway, is supremely ludicrous, 
Having proved to his own BotUfaotion, 
it not to that of his readers, that this 
lino of railway is very much longer and 
more difficult of construction than the 
American one now in operation, having 
demonstrated it to be a financial, im- 
possibility, and having intimated thai 
Canada could not and Great Bru^n 
W ould not undertake any such Utopian 
Bpocv.laf.on, our contemporary has.with- 
outiu the least receding from his for- 
mer positions, undertaken the functions 
of chief engineer of the road and >s 
onenged in locating tho line and fixing 
the termini. Nay, ho has even gone 
bo far as to permit himself to get excited 
bevoud all propriety, in view of the epo 
culativo value imparted by this ' impos- 
sible' railway to property around the 
Pacific terminus I JS ow, all this is very 
amusing; but it is extremely absurd 
and irresistibly reminds ono of Old 
Mother Hubbard' and her complaint. 
But there is evidently a shade of un- 
belief Btill clinging to tho mind of this 
Bolt-constituted railway engineer, and 
under its influence he is, as usual, at va- 
riance with facts.

Now. if the reader will take the trouble 
to refer back it will bo found that there 
was no such word as 'rumor' in tho 
telegram alluded lo, The terms were 
poBitivo • 'Information has boon receiv., 
od hero" &c As to tho play upon the 
words has and will tho thing is alto- 
gether too childish for consideration. 
It the Impel ial Government is willing, 
as the toltgram positively asserts, to 
guarantee tho necessary loans, surely 
that is enough to satisfy any reasonable 
cind that the guarantee will be forth, 
coming when tho proper time arrives. 
That 'she fas' not already guaranteed 
the loan can surely suggest DO possible 
element of d« ubt, seeing tho guarantee 
is not yet wanted. It is much to bo 
iaaretied that any man should permit 
bimeelf to bring to the consideration of 
a question of such magnitude and in- 
volving 80 many important considera- 
tions to this colony, a spirit so crooked 
and inverse. It would be far more 
manly, and certainly moie creditable, if 
&&Wm\l'WM ^Sii'way in ord" or to" be 
in opposition to a journul wl.ich has 
educated the colony up to a belief in 
the necessity and the thorough feasi- 
bility, nay, the certainty, of the work 
An honest confession and an open and 
complete recantation of the stupid er- 
roraioto which he permitted himself to he 
kd by an evil spirit of envy, might go far 
towards restoring BelF-respecf, ovo'i if it 
should fail in re-establishing public con- 
fidence. But, whatever means our cou- 
lempoiary may adopt with a view to 
extricating himself from an awkward 
dilemma of his owu creating, it is tin- 
corely lo bo wished that all carping and 
sneering scepticism about t ho practica- 
bility ot tho Canadian Pacific may cease 
in British Columbia. Tout is a p«rt 
which may well be left to our neighbors. 
Oar duty is steady and firm co-opera- 
tion with Canada, tor the purpose of 
having the railway built at the earliest 
possible period. Whatever divergence 
of opinion there may bo upon other 
questions, let nB at least suck to be 
united as one man upon this. The Ca- 
nadian Pacific Kail way is a noccsaity, 
It ia a possibility. It is a certainty. 
Tho work of construction must hu com- 
menced at the earliest possible period; 
and it must he commenced simultan- 
eously on both sides of tho continent. 
Such is our railway otOi:d; and we 
mean firmly to adhere to it. But the

and, in fact, a dosiro to get rid ot it.
